TBAIUI'S WALL.—The Russian Left 


Wing have readied the famous old 
wall wbidi the E.uperor Trajan built 
across the deck of tbe Dubrtklja. U 
is a ram pat t of earth about 86 or 40 
miles loug, uod extemU from BIMSO- 
va, just at tun head of the Danube, to 


i the shores of the Black Sea. It is 
aigbt or ten feet high, with a fosse in 
front of it, »uiln the western portion 
b it ill further fortined by deep lakes 
ttBfi a swampy valley. Aootbar ram- 
part uf a similar character lies jnst 
in the rear uf it. This is known as 
tlie south wall, the tpnen between 
tbe two ramparts boiug from 1,000 to 
2,000 f et-t. Oa the baulu of the Dan- 
at e stood the buttresses of the bridge 
whifli tbe itomsn Emperor erected 
for tbe pwaage of hit troops. It wu* 
destroyed by Adrian, and its precise 
location bss l>een a matter uf dinpute, 
althuugij some ruins have been foaud 
on the no* of tn old Roman road. 
The London Echo aarfc that tbis 
briilga wa-i a permaueut atructnro, 
carried on pi era 150 'feet high and CO 
feet wide, itnd waa comprised of '20 
arches, extending altogether over a 
•pan of 4,770 Bouwa feet. It seem* 
to have be»a inf ended aa a farina* a* 
well as a bridge.

feet above the water it is supposed Ut 
have afforded tbe command of the 
DaiioW navigation, a garrison pout 
•J on it twin,; aide, of coarse, to 
damage or det>ti»/ tbe vessels passing 
on ler, while they would be above 
the reach of rrtaliation.
